ALL COMPROMISE TALK 
COMES FROM ROOSEVELT. 


HICAGO BUREAU OF THE 

, TIMES, June 20.—([Special Dis- 

patch.] In almost every corner 
of the Congress Hotel tonight there 
is talk of a compromise candidate, 
but a little observation shows in every 
instance it is Roosevelt men who are 
doing the talking. Gov. Hadley is re- 
ceiving his share of publicity in these 
discussions, although there seems to 
be little that is tangible to his 
boom. 

There ts unquestionably something 
to the talk of Justice Hughes. If he 
were a candidate he would find a 
great number of supporters, includ- 
ing some of his enthusiastic cham- 
pions in the Barne’s organization 
But the more conservative assert that 
Justice Hughes would not for a mo- 
ment co r the nomination and 
therefore they refuse to consider se- 
riously the talk of nominating him. 
Furthermore, some of the insurgents 
from the far West insist that they 
will hive nothing to do with Hughes. 
They cite the ex-Governor’s veto of 
the two-cent rate bill and his natural 
sympathy for the courts and his as- 
sumed opposition to the recall of 
judges and judicial decisions, as evi- 
dence of his unfitness to represent 
the great “plain peepul.” 

CUMMINS BOOM. 
The Cummins men have been quick 
to take advantage of Mr. Roosevelt 
to boom their hero as a compromise 
candidate, and they have found a sort 
of half-hearted champion in Senator 
Borah. But the practical politician 
does not look with any great degree 
of favor on the Cummins boom. He 
comes from a certain Republican 
State, they say, and therefore, there 
is no good reason to nominate an 
lowa man. The Iowa Senator was 
something of a favorite with the Taft 
people for second place, when it was

PUTS SAFETY MUZZLE ON. 


Teacher's Letter in Behalf of Anar- 
chist Causes Action by School Board 
to Dismiss Future Offenders. 

The Board of Education placed «@ 
safety muzzle on principals and teach- 
ers in the public schools who are in- 
clined to inject political or sectarian 
propaganda into the schools and else- 
where and instructed Superintendent 
Francis yesterday to notify those who 
have offended that the board will not 
tolerate It. 

The board a*opted a strong resolu- 
tion declaring that the participation of 
employees of the school department 
in partisan politics, except to vote, is 
subversive of the best interests of the 
schools, and is strictly prohibited. It 
further declares that the violation of 
this rule by any employee is ground for 
removal. The board directed § the 
superintendent to rigidly enforce the 
edict and to call attention of princi- 
pals and teachers to it. 

Superintendent Francis declared 
after the meeting that the letter of 
Charles Edwin Locke, a teacher in the 
Polytechnic High Séhool, to the Mayor 
of San Diego in behgif of Emma Gold- 
man, notorious anarchist, caused the 
boat to act. 

The resolution states that the board 
has received many complaints from 
patrons of the schools about the ac- 
tions and teachings of certain instruc- 
trs who-are endea to influence 
their pupils along their particular 
lines of political beliefs. 

“While earnestly upholding the 
right of the teachers to freedom of 
thought and expression, we are under 
obligation to protect the public 
schools from all sectarian and partisan 
influences, and we feel that the larg- 
est efficiency itn a public school system 
of a demotracy is dependent upon its 
freedon- from political activity,” says 
the resolution itn part. 

The board adopted a resolution com- 
mending the superintendent for his 
stand in refusing to allow the Los 
Angeles Soctety for the Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis to distribute a 
seuvenir programme of its motion pic- 
tures dealing with health subjects to 
ehildren in the public schools.

FULL DISCUSSION.

Taft leaders declared they pro- 
posed to let full discussion be had on 
all cages. 

Mr. Haibert of Minnesota said 
Roosevelt men favored taking the 
Alabama, Washington, Texas and 
California cases directly before the 
national convention. 

The prospect of holding the national 
convention idle for several days whi/+ 
the total of seventy-two contests 
were considered induced Roosevelt 
men to agree to abandon the Arkan- 
sas, Indiana, Kentucky, Michigan and 
Tennessee group of twenty-two and 
fight for the others. 

Mr. Halbert stated that “seven or 
eight Roosevelt men had agreed to 
the plan,” and that it would be form- 
ally presented to the convention.

TAFT MEN SEATED. 


The motion to seat the Taft dete- 

tes was made by Estabrook of New 
and the substitute motion 
to seat the Roosevelt men by Avis 
ye Jersey. 

‘o exhibition of feeling accom- 
panied the defeat of the Roosevelt 
resolution. 

Jesse A. Tollerton of Missouri said 
he .had listened to more than twenty- 
four hours of argument without be- 
ing able to decide how to vote. He 
later asked permission to regiater 
vote for the Roosevelt contestants, 

ARIZONA CABES. 

Former Gov. Joseph H. Kibbey, 
representing the Roosevelt delegates 
from Arizona, told of a double State 
convention. He said Roosevelt dele- 
gates had been legally chosen in Mari- 
copa and Cochise counties. Their 
seating would have given the Roose- 
velt men control. 

J. ©. Adams, for the Taft delegates, 
seated by the National Committee, de- 
clared the Roosevelt men in the mi- 
nority In the State convention rushed 
upon the stage and attempted to break 
up the session. 

Roosevelt men said the Maricopa 
County Committee had ordered 
primaries; the Taft men said it had 
Gone #0 Illegally and they selected 
their own delegates and urged all Taft 
people to keep out of the primaries. 

Judge Robert E. Morrison of the 
Taft delegation declared the Taft 
forces had only eighteen uncontested 
delegates in the State convention. The 
Taft men were seated. 

ARKANSBAS. 

Mr. Shackleford of Alaska made 
the motion in the Arkansas cause to 
seat the Taft delegates. Mr. Halbert 
of Minnesota offered a substitute to 
seat the Roosevelt Calegates. 

The vote was as follows: 

For the Roosevelt delegates—lIdaho, 
Cc. Clair; Illinois, R. R. McCormick 
(representing John Healy:)

Col. Potter was then almost carried 
to the committee rooms and was giv- 
en the assurance that his fight for 
Federal aid is practically won, 

“Roosevelt is defeated,” said Cam- 
eron. “He is no longer even a men- 
ace. Taft will be nominated on the 
first bailot. This means that Federal 
aid for a national highway is to be 
one of the paramount tasues of this 
tampaign. You can quote me ag say- 
ing that I know Roosevelt has given 
up all hope. I have just left Roose- 
velt headquarters and I know Gov. 
Hadley has been repudiated and I 
also know Roosevelt is planning to 
head a party which will be backed 
by the Socialists and labor untonists.”’ 

When asked again if this statement 
could be accredited to him Cameron 
sald : “l am willing to sign a state- 
ment that the Roosevelt leaders have 
admitted to me that they have no 
hope for nomination.”

Bailiff Restrat Wh 

Threatens to Throw Herself From 

Ninth Story Window, 

With a cry that rang throtgh the 
big jury-room on the ninth floor of 
the Hall of Records, startling the 
court attaches and bianching the 
cheek of a woman probation officer, 
Mre FE.

POWERS AND DUTIES. 

All powers and rights of the city 
are to be vested in a commission con- 
sisting of the six commissioners and 
the Mayor.

In discussing the letter Miss Foy 
said that since the women crossed the 
threshold of a new world on October
